THREE IMPORTANT LAWS 


Lawyers ami litigants are reminded thM the :lSth legislature 


enacted three bills of importance which were signed In- the 
governor. All three originated in the senate. They follow: 


First—Changing method of obtaining writ of error by provid- 


ing that judges of the evil appellate courts shall be conclusive 
and no ,writ allowed a« follows: In civil cases from county or 
district courts when, under the' constitution, a. county court 
would have had original or appellate jurisdiction to try it, ex- 
cept in probate matters and in cases involving the revenue 
laws of the state or the validity or construction of the statutes 
involving conflicts between decisions of the courts of civii ap- 
peals or between a decision of the court of civil appeals and a 
decision of the supreme court"; in all boundary cases/, all slan- i 
der cases: all divorce eases; all cases,of contested elections of 
every character, other than for state offices except \yherc the 
validity of a statute is attacked; judgments of appellate courts 
shall be final in all appeals from interlocttory orders appointing 
receivers or trustees or such other interlocutory orders as may 
l-e allowed by law: also final in all other cases as'to lav,' and 
fact', except where appellate jurisdiction is given to the .supreme 
court and not made final in the civil appellate courts. 


Second—Provides' that where a civil appellate court arrives at 


h conclusion in conffict with a previous decision of another 
court of civil appeals oi\the supreme court it shall be the duty 
of that court to certify the questions to the supreme court ac- 
companied by the record or transcript. 


Third—"Whenever an appellate court judge clis.svuis he shall 


cuter his dissent on the record and any party to the cause or 
court itself, cause same'to be certified to the .s'upruine court.
